Navigation. 


Hough there be many more ObſtruQions and Difficul- 
ties to be met with, in the making of the Riverrs with- 
in this I{land Navigable,then are familiarly in the Flae 
Netherlands of Holland, and the reſt ofthe United Pro- 
vinces of Belgium : whoſe benefit may ſeem to allure 

us to the like 1»duſtry , nevetthelels Englands fair Valleyes, and 

rich Inlets, through which many noble Rivers infinuatethemſeves, 

- might, with the Imitation of our ingenious Neighbours, be made 

in many places docible of Navigation, to the ineſtimable comfort, 

eaſe and benefit of the SubjeR : wherefore, in all Humility, I make 
this my moſt Humble Addreſs unto Your Moſt Renowned and Em- 
perial Majeſty :* And ſhew, That yet ſuch an Enterprize in ſeve- 

_ ral places of this 1ſland may with advantage be effeRed by di- 

vers and ſundry wayes, of no leſs Importance tothe whole Nation, 


Firft, Of a Wonderful Improvement to much Trade, and great 
Relieftothe Land, and moſt remarkably to be perceived, by the- _ 
ſupply of many places with the great Benefit of Coal ( which with- 

out 
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out this means cannot be had) to the imployment of Your Majeſties 
(0-6 tr Mining, andggtherwiſe abour the. ſame, andalſo tbe ag. 
yagce of many from LSw degree, becoming Merchants in the ſame, 
(by that ſure Trade of gaking in cheir Commodities at eaſy rates ; 
ready recurnes, and certain gaines, the Efſentials of all Improve. 
ments therein) they thereby becoming ranked inthe higheſt Capa- 
cities to ſerye their King and Countrey.; an Excellent Preſidere 
whereof is to be ſeen in ſuch of the Merchants of Newcaſtle, who 
have traded in that Commodity alone , at much greater ha. 
zard, delay and charge than in ſuch Medirerraneas Rivers ( as is 
by = deſigned ) becoming Navigable, may be effeRually brought 
to pals. 

Secondly , To the great Eaſe of the SubjeR, for the Rivers ſo 
deſigned, being Navigable thereby, with leſſer Charge, with fewer 
hands, greater Tranſportations from” place to place and in ſhorter 
time may be made: Armies in time of Warre , in their primeſt 
Strength, by ſuch Tranſport, fit for ready Service (which the ha- 
zardous Condition of a Souldiers Calling is dayly to expeR) may 
ſafely,ſilently and withour harraſs of the Country in their goods and 
Carriages, be thus conveyed. EE 

Thizdly, Hereby a great Increaſe of His Majeſties Revenue may 
be eſtabliſhed upon the Crows from ſuch a Publick Work, which the 
happy experience His Majeſty hath had of the NVew-Caftle Trade 
of Coal , were there no other Commodity then Coal to be tranſ- 
ported in ſuchRivers, ma invite him to, and which may be ſetled 
with ſo great Cheartulneſsof the SubjeQ, as that a greatabatemene 
. of the Rates of the Commodities traffique'd in may be had thereby , 
notwithſtanding ſuch impoſition for His Majeſty upon the ſame, to 
the perpetual eitabliſhment of the Impoſt, as a juſt return to him 
for ſo Publique a good Work ; to continue to him as one Diadem 
of his Crown for ever , The Publique proportionably enjoying the 
benefic thereof accordingly : By which mutual returnes unto each 
other, His Majity and Subjects are naturally interwoven in the Pre- 
ſeryation of each other : According to the Maxim, That by what the 
People, by the ſame the Government muſt grow : 8 Vice verſa ; each 
of them in their ſeveral wayes and powers being to ſupport each 


her. 
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Foarthly, This 1ſland will hereby be the better fortified , bec”?? 
caufe of the Increaſe of Watermen, the Walls thereof. ; ' 

Fiftly.By countenancing this Work, Horſe will be preſerved: for 
war, tor Merchandize, or other pu: poſes, as Occaſion may offer, and 
th eWiſdom of Your Majeſty may think beſt ro approve of, 

Sixtly, And what is well worthy of Obſerving, the High-wayes 
hereby will be much preſerved, and become a very acceptable 
work to the Country, which now notwithſtandirg their preat colt, 
is now a frievous Toil as well to man as beaſt, being now ſo unne- 
ceſlarily plowed up by Waggons of Prodigious Burthens, which in 
this Iflind are dayly travelling : And alſoto the inſenſible relief of 
this }ſf11nd, by many other wayes and means to be diſcovered by us, 
as they fhall be occaſionally offered co us to underſtand. 

And, indeed, the making of theſe Rivers Navigable, may be 
brought to paſs, well nigh, at aseaſy a coſt and charge 2s the Fex- 
zing works have been, though ſuch great Works ſeemingly threaten 
great difficulties , which may not be foreſeen or known till felt : 
Yet, re vera , the benefits are ſo innumerable and conſiderable 
which invites unto this Work in many places of this }ſland, as, at the 
very firſt ſight, will ſhew ſuch hazards to be too inconſiderable to 
put a Baffle, or occaſion ſo Noblea Work, ſo feaſable, and to ſo good 
purpoſes, and high ends, ( where they are well ballanced, and ma- 
naged by well pondered reſolutions ) to be laid aſide: there being 
in this 1ſland, Sufficiency of all Sorts of Proviſions for undertaking 
of the ſame, which Prince or People , 6ither are,or may be, unqueſti- 
onably furniſhed with , being appointed of Council, in all wayes re- 
quiſite for ſuch an enterpriſe of the choiceſt ſtamp, and of hands and 
means ( inthis ſo populous and great trading Nacion:) ſo inexpref- 
fibly endleſs, as muſt indiſputably admit them by a preſuppoſed ac- 
cord of both, to be interpreted in an. eaſy capacity,to a& unto'effeR 
above the Level of ſuch a work as this : eſpecially being Exgſb ſpi- 
rits (who by their high TranſaQions almoſt of all kinds rough 
out the world ) aredeemed to admit nothing difficult but by them 
with Ceremony to be brought to paſs, ſo it be but fit in Prudence 
to be undertaken, and the more the difficulty and greatneſs of the 
Work is apparent, let it be carried on with the greater Chearful 
neſs, as to the more atchieyement of our Honours'in the Succeſs 
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'thereof, after the manner of Az/as who is decypher'd to have car- 
ried the World upon his Shoulders, without groaning 

Over ad beſides the \ ariety of great and conſtant charpes which 

are to be expended in & about the effeRing and continned fruicion of 
this great Improvement, there will be pre-required a Purchaſe of or 
other agreement for ſuch Mills,and Parcels of Grounds, from the In- 
heritours ofthem, or from ſuch as Have the ſame by Leaſe, or from 
both, which intervenes in and upon ſuch Channels or Lands, whicty 
are ſo praQicab'y capable amongſt us ( by the Induſtry of man for 
g00d purpoſe ) of being cut, opened, cleanſed and otherwiſe fitted 
tor Navigation, and ſhall beſt accommodate ſuch defign : The Banks 
of fach Channels where there muſt be Occaſion for Towing of the 
Velſlels to be Navigated with, by the Aſſiſtance of Horſe or man, 
being ſo neceſſary an appurtenant to be made uſe of, together wich 
fuch River to be made Navigable : (as well as the frequent Occafi. 
ons, which may be expeRed to be had of the ſawe Banks, for the 
Cleanſing and other amendments of ſuch Rivers ) mult obliege co 
agreements for the ſame , wherein let the Seller departing from his 
rightat anothers Will, ever have advantage. All whieh fort of Pur- 
chaſesor Agreements ( in every ſeveral place where the ſame are 
to be made) ) and Saſles therein to be ereRed, for the raiſing of | 
the Water to a convenient depth for the Veſſels to ride in, by the 
particular skill and prudence of knowing Surveyors in ſuch works , | 
be diceteduato, after a ſtrift Geometrical Survey of the ſeveral in- 
zervening Platforms of grounds inand about every ſuch ſeveral place 
where ſuch work is to be wrought, and Saſſes to be planted, as the 
Nature of the place whichrequires ſuch purchaſe for ſuch Improve- | 
Ment ſhall dire ſuch Artiſt unto, ever regarding (though. the Cir- | 
«lings, windingsof ſuch Grafts for Rivers, made, or to be amended j 
for Veſſels to fail in, ſhall thereby much enlarge the worke in mea- 
fare.) 

y As well to avoid the Injuring of the Neighboring Coun- 
tryss bythe overflowing of the Banks, where ſuch work is wrought, 
.a3-to wave the inſupportable charge of fitting a paſſage through 
exaggy Rocks for a ſhorter cut, as aiſerviceable border, occaſional 

to.be made uſe of for man or beaſt to tow in And 
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ſife and firm ereting or pl:nting of each ſuch Sluce or Saſs 
in, as ſhall by ſuch ſurveying Arcilt be judged requiſite for ſuch 
work ) to be winding in the form of a Bow.Such a River as is ſo to 
betaught the Uſe of Navigation, for diverſion of the force of the 
Main (tream, from. off ſuch Sais, in avoidance of rending up or 
breaking of the ſame , which by che Natural force and current of 
the Stream , eſpecially in floods and Storms (if ſuch Safſes ſhouid 
 beplanted upon the moſt current Streams of the River, which they 
areto be inſervient unto) muſt reaſonably be expeted And 
no other means, ever was, or is imagineble, for the fitting of a Ri- 
ver of great Stre:ms in many places, oft times too ſhallow for the 
draughe of a Veſſel of Convenient Burthen , for good Uſe upon 
ſuch River, or for the apting of one River unto another, by cutting 
a graft betwixt ewo Rivers, at ſuch a Level as the Water of the one 
ſhal rvninto the other, ſo as a Veſſel may fail, or be towed from 
one of the Rivers unts the other at arbitrement, except by ſuch 
\ Saſles penning up, and thereby raiſing the water for uſe as by ſo ma- 
ny ſtairs or ſteps as is or may be wanting to become of convenient 
depth for the tranſport of Veſlels of ſo good Burthen, as may be 
ro good purpoſe, fit for the producing of a Comerce by Navigation 
berween any one Country of this {land and another. 

Nor can the pulling up of Corn Mills (the onely Obſtructios, as 
being of a more publick ſervice then any other interyening good } 
be a ſufficient pretence to impede this Enterprize of making ſuch Ri- 
vers Navigable, as by conſideration of their Service tothe Country, 
ſhall be found fit to made Navigable ,; ſeing that the Neceſſary Of- 
fice of fuch Mills may be performed at an eaſyer charge by Horſe. 
mills, by Wind-mills, or by Mills termed River-Mills, which in the 
Low-Countryes, and ſome parts of 7talyare familiarly made uſe of 
in flat bottomed Boates, and thereby conveyed to Service (as the - 
Occafion of the Country may require) from one place unto ano- 
ther , which by reaſon ofthe Number and certainty of the Gryſt of 
Corn at appointed times to be h:d, wrought by the Water-mills 
now in uſe amongſt us; the advantage of which, is little more then 
a ſlight kind of Ceremony to man, an unfit Conſideration to lay aſide 
a real Improvement, as is this, oi making apt Rivers in the apteſt pla. 
ces Navigable, and the Right of on belonging to the Inhericours 
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Of fach Mills, as are ſo to be removed, are preadmitted' to be reta- 
liated for with good advantage ro the Owner : bur if this great 
Conſumption of Timber be ſtil] permitted, there will not be enough 
ro build either Water-mill or Wind-mill. 

Yet, if any Owner be of ſo moroſe a Spirit, as to bid a Contradi- 
ion to the worlds and his own advantage, fer his fuppoſed un- 
queſtionable Vineyards ſake, Its reiſonably to be underſtood a du- 
ty incumbent upon His Majeſty and Parlament, in ſuch a caſe as 
Guardiin to'all SubjeRs goods and rights (as his Catholique Ma- 
jeſty in his Dominions of Fpaiz , takes charge of all the Subſtance, 
and affaires of p:rſons as are Lanatiques, governing their affairs ſine 
fine, modo & menſura ) that His Majeſty and Parlament may diſ- 
poſe of the Eſtates of ſuch perſons (wil they »1i// they) as to the 
P ablique, ſhall ſeem beſt, without the concurrence of them, 

In every place where the making ot a*River Navigable is de- 
Ggned to be enterprized, there is ſeriouſly to be conſidered whar 
improvement may moſt probably accrew to the Land or 
any part of the Land thereby, viz. what charge may be fa- 
ved, and what profit may by means thereof :be had , which 
elſe conld not be had, and a conference of this muſt be had , with 
what maſt be expended for effe&ing of ſich work, a computation 
ſufficiently eaſy, unto abundant ſatisfaRion to be made, for where 
amongſt other ſervices, ſuch Rivers ſhall become ſubſervient ro 
ſome certain great Staple Trade, the Profit both to King and Sub- 
je being certain to be alwayes great (admitting the ordinary Pro- 
vidence of Heavens influence in the preſerving of ſuch Trade) And 
the the charge being but once, and that to be probably effeted by 
one years' profit , accrewable by ſuch River, or well near there- 
abouts, reaſonably ro be computed by the neceſſary and great Trade 
of Coales, &c. unqueſtionably to be concluded upon, to be had 
upon ſuch River by the Countryes great want of fuel! bordering 
upon the ſame, all other Trades to be had upon ſuch Rivers bear- 
ing their proper ſhare, inthe aſſiſtance of ir, and conſidering fur- 
ther, that ſuch works are alwayes to be wrought , where the 
grounds (which are to be fo cut through) are to be found, or ad- 
mitted to be ſo fayorable in their Scite and nature to the Work, as 
chatofthemſelyes they much lean to the doing of the ſame 3- where- 
EEEEAIC OE WEEDS NE "by 
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by the charge muſt be elteemed moderate and ſuch River already 
had orto be made ac, or well nigh , fo moderate rates mult, primo 
intuitu, be deemed properly worthy to'be fo fitted for Navigation , 
all other conſtant immergent charges of preſerving the River, once 
made ſo Navigable being too Inconſiderable'to out-weigh the Scales 
in this caſe. | 

By this Le:b;a» Rule, I have ſurveyed, examined, and found di- 
vers Rivers within this Iſland in apt places for ſuch Trade praQtica- 
ble, with eaſe ro be made thus Navig ble, and more particu- 
iarly , 


Firſt , That the River Avon of Briſtol, may be, by the. preſcri- 
bed means of Arr, charge and power upon the' premiſed, prudent 
Ballance of Charge and Profit, be made Navigable from Brifo/ to 
Calne, or to Mamsbary in Wiltſhire, and by cutting a Graft of 
tive Miles, or thereabout, in length onely, through a ground which 
I found favorable by Nature, for ſuch purpoſe: tae fame River may 
take its Journey for the ſame uſe, ( planting Saſſes alſo.aptly upon 
the ſame) from M{amerbury to Leſhlade in Oxforaſtire, and there 
ſalute the River 7s already Navigable, which ſo delivers it ſelf into: 
the T-ames, and bring the Trade of 7reland, the Rich fruits of Corn- 
wall, Devon and Sommerſet, Mendip Hills, and Wales , and any 
other Portage, as well as of the Intervening Countryes, to the Cir- 
yes of Briſtol and London, mentioned, and back again at will ; by 
ſo much a ſhorter and afer cut , (as will appear more plainly by di- 
vers Maps, and other printed Papers, ſet forth ar my ewn particu- 
lar charge) and ſo much leſſer charge of Portage then elſe can 
be ( one boat upon the ſame carrying as- much as an hundred 
horſe) as muſt exceedingly abate the price, by leſſening the Char- 
ges of the Commodities of the ſame ; and more particularly bring. 
an Immeaſurable Trade of Coales from ales and Briftel, to the im- 
ploying of many thoufand SubjeQs in Mines, and alſo about the 
River, and the great advance of many a man by Merchandize, in 
and about the ſame, to the incredible Relief of the bordering 
Countryes of Wilrfire , Gloceſterſhire, Oxfordſhire, and jothers ly- 
ing on or near the ſame, as far as His Majeſty ſhalt from time to 
time think meet in prudence to admit of; ever regarding yr 
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ſerve of His Newcaſ/le Trade, the great ſupport of His Navy, which 
by the Supplyes of the aforementioned Countryes from Briftl will 
not be endamaged : This propoſed Trade of Coa/, not claſhing 
with the Newcaſtle Trade at all, ſo much more may His Maj ſtics 
Coffers de en: iched, then now they are, as well as by other Impoſts, 
-by an Impoſt upon this Trade of Coales in the River Avon of Bri- 
ftol becoming Navigable, as is ſec forth, Inſenſible to thoſe Conn- 
rryes, which are to be ſepplyed by the ſame, being they now pay 
thrice the rates for Coal to what the ſame may be afforded at by the 
Merchant, notwithſtanding his diſcharge of ſuch great Impoſt upon | 
che ſame ; and all other Commodities may be commerced in, upon 
this River , at half the Charge of whatis paid for Land carriage 
or Portage, much to the SubjeRs eaſe and happineſs, which alſo 
may afford a very conſiderable Return to His Majeſty for the ſame, 
ro be ſquared out, when the River ſhall become thus Navigable, 
as His Majeſty and Parliament (by Ballance of the Gain of Portage { 
in each particular Commodity to be thereby had above what is now 
had ) ſhall deem moſt juſt to both, And its worthy to be con(i- | 
dered, how great a relief of Coal, in times of Warr at Sea, the | 
Ciry of LON DON may enjoy;by this Atchievement, Let the Ci- 
ties incredible want of Coal, near to the hazard of an Infurrection, 
in our late Conflicts with the Datch, and the great Ingredient, the 
Conſideration of this want was of, to the Neceſſary contraRting of 
thac Speedy Peace with them , convince us: Were my Adviſes of 
Sufficient Intereſt to take place at the Helme,no earlier enterprize 
ſhould be made, then this of making Rivers Navigable within this 
Iſland, as is above ſet forth, in Order to a ſecure Relief of this 
moſt famous City of LONDOMN , with all ſorts of Commodi- I 
ries, as, Timber, Stone, Lead, Iron, and all other Materials for re. 
edifying the ſame, (by a prudent Care) upon Occaſion of ſuch di- 
freſs to be had,or threatned, by War or otherwiſe. And its well wor- 
thy to be conſidered of how great Relief this may be, by the Por- 
tage of an Army, asis above fet forth. 


Secendh,1 find, that after the like manner to the like Traffique 
of Commodities (when thoſe tempeſtuoys Seas, for want of con- 


venicat Harbours upon the Borders of Lincolr/eire , bids denyal 
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to all ſafe Trade there, to the like: great Imployment of Miners3 795 
and oth:r men, and great enrichment of many a Merchant there, 
by : the like reliefro His Majeſty and Subjects, in the charge of 
Portage, as Occaſion ſhall require an abatement of rates through 
divers Countryes thereby, and the like Return of Impoſt upon all 
Commodities, with the like amicable reſpet, by an equal ballance 
of what each Commodity will bear, by conſent of Parliament, ro be 
ſetled upon His Majeſty tor the ſame , as the River Avon of Bri- 
ſel : may the River pavency be made Nsvigable, by cucting of a 
convenient graft near Loppam Bridge, ſufficient tor Navigition, 
tefs then three Miles ( through grounds, in their own Nature: favo- 
rable for ſuch an Enterprize ) into Little Onſe whicty carryes it ſelf 
unto Linu in Norfolk, and byPlanting Safles upon thofe Rivers, as 
ſhall be adviſed by rhe preſcribed diretions: any Commodities (as 
occaſion ſhall require) may be hereby conveyed to the Uſe of Swf- 
folk, and Norfilk, \hele two Rivers ſo dividing thofe two Coun- 
tries from Tarmmthunto Linn, whence thereis an open paſlige 
already had to Boſton, with ſuch Rivolers ſhooting out in Armes to 
| Cambridge, the Iſte of Ely and other places , provided by Na- 
ture to the convenient ſupply of thoſe parts , ſo as any thing may 
by that means be tranſported unto Byfon, and thence up the Ri- 
ver Witham unto the City of Linco/n, whence by opening the pal- 
ſage ( by negleR ſhut up) berwixt that City and Tork Sea, upon 
Trent, heretofore made Navigeble, as Cambden reports, by our 
Henry the firſt, in a tender of his SubjeCts eaſe, in his Propreſles of 
State which he firſt begun) a like tranſport, to the immediate 
great ſervice of the Counties of Nottinghays, Lincoln and Derby , 
may any Commodities be tranſported there, and thence for York , 
[ and all the Countryes adjacent to thoſe Mediterranean paſſages, as 
the Maps and Hiſtories of them,(ſhewing all theſe Intervening Ri- 
vers, then by Nature free for _—_— unto York, and other 
neighboring parts ) will beſt ſer forth, in which perhaps a King hath 
ſayled. This way may be an interchange of all reliefs which any of 
the neighbouring Counties may ſupply each other with , betwixt 
York and Tarmonth, and Armies-may occalionelly, with incredible 
advantage to themſelves and Country (as was faid to be done by 
the ſame Prince) be conveyed upon the ſame, n 
ue 
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But the Country then being Strangers to the Trade of Coal, 
a Commodity, then and! for feveral Generations fully prevented 
by the ready ſupply of Wood for fewel, and all other Traffique.

theſe two Rivers induce unto an Ingueſt, and Ballance of other R- 
vers within this Iſland: and bring the Parts into a flouriſhing Con- 
dition;all ſorts of Commodities trom the Zaſftern parts of the World 
being equally diſtributed to the Nortband Eaft of England, (ay by 
the former deſign of opening the Rivers between Zondonand Zrifel,
